TJ  HUSBANDS  AND  WIVES. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  DIVINE  WORSHIP. 

"  Lord  of  tlie  worlds  above, 

How  pleasant  and  how  fair 
The  dwellings  of  thy  love,  , 

Thine  eartldy  temples  are  ! 

To  thine  abode  my  heart  aspires. 

With  warm  desires  to  see  my  God.” 

It  isa  generally  adinittcd  truth,  that  the  public 
worship  of  God,  exerts  a  highly  salulary  influence 
upon  the  morality  and  liappiness  of  community. 
Sach  aie  man’s  passions  and  propensities — such 
his  general  iiailties  and  imperfections — that  he 
ueedssome  restraining  power  to  guard  him  against 
those  practices  which  lead  to  degradation  and  rum; 
and  some  directing  light  to  guide  him  into  ”  paths 
of  pleasantness  and  peace.”  This  power  and  this 
light,  arc  furnished  in  the  divine  institution  of  re- 
ligicD — in  the  perfect  principles  of  Christianity, 
brought  most  cfl'ectually  to  bear  upon  the  human 
Doderstanding  and  conscience,  in  the  services  of 
the  sanctuary  of  the  Most  High..  To  assemble  iu 
the  house  of  God,  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath — to 
listen  to  the  songs  of  praise  to  the  Giver  of  all 
good— to  join  in  humble  prayer  and  devout  thanks- 
giring — and  to  hear  the  elevating  and  joy  inspi¬ 
ring  truths,  the  precious  promises,  and  the  puri¬ 
fying  piecepts  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  declared — 
can  but  produce  a  most  valuable  mfluence  upon 
the  principles  and  habits  of  mankind. 

It  lifis  us  out,  as  it  were,  for  a  little  season,  from 
the  confused  whirl  of  this  “jarring  world” — it 
draws  off  the  mind  from  the  harassing  perplexities 
pf  life— it  calms  the  passions  and  soothes  the  feel¬ 
ings  into  a  grateful  and  salutary  tranquillity — it 
afinrds  a  time  and  oppoitunity  for  useful  reflec¬ 
tion — it  reminds  us  that  there  arc  Njher  things 
sortby  of  our  attention,  besides  wealth,  or  power, 
or  fame- it  brings  to  recollection  our  intimate 
connection  with  our  fellow-men,  and  how  inti¬ 
mately  the  interest  and  happiness  of  one,  is  blecd- 
ed  with  that  of  the  whole  mass— it  enables  us  to 
see  more  clearly  and  discharge  more  faithfully, 
onr  duties  to  the  Creator  and  the  world  at  large — 
and  brings  into  activity  all  the  better  and  more 
refined  traits  of  our  nature  I  Such  is  the  influ¬ 
ence,  such  tlie  value  of  divine  service. 

The  knowledge  of  these  blessings  flowing  from 
the  public  worship  of  God,  would  seem  lo  be  suf¬ 
ficient  to  induce  every  well  disposed  individual,  lo 
establish  it  as  one  of  the  fixed  habits  of  life,  lo  be 
Constantin  attendanceat  church.  But  unhappily 
there  are  many,  very  many,  who  are  careless  and 
negligent  in  regard  to  this  duty — some  only  occa- 
••ODhlly,  and  others  seldom  ever,  allowing  their 
feet  to  tread  “  the  courts  of  the  Lord.” 

People  are  variously  circumstanced.  Theie 
>re  undoubtedly  many  who  meet  with  serious  ob- 
‘tsclesto  prevent  their  habitually  joining  in  divine 
Mirice.  But  they  should  be  careful  not  to  allow 
■tivolous excuses,  or  trifling  obstructions,  to  hedge 
“pibeir  way  to  the  discharge  of  this  most  impor- 
Untdnty.  ‘ 

There  are  those  who  neglect  divine  service,  be- 
waseiheie  is  no  place  of  worship  they  can  attend, 
•  *fethe  peculiar  doctrines  they  believe,  are  pro- 
I  Mined,  It  is  a  misfortune,  I  acknowledge,  lo  be 
•^Mtuated.  And  those  who  encounter  this  de- 
r^iion,  should  make  the  greater  exertion  lo 
the  stated  proclamation  of  such  senti¬ 


ments  as  they  believe  cnmpori  with  the  Ilecuid 
whicii  God  has  pul  into  our  possession. 

But  It  is  no  valid  excuse  for  the  neglect  of  the 
services  ot  the  sanctuary,  that  the  doctrines 
preached,  are  not  suclt  as  they  can  fully  ajiprove. 
It  is  manifestly  tlie  duly  of  all,  to  attend  some 
meeting,  for  the  sake  of  public  example,  if  for  no  ■ 
other  leason.  I  am  satisfied  it  is  better  in  a  per¬ 
sonal  point  of  view,  even  to  listen  lo  sen'imenis 
we  do  not  believe,  than  to  tarty  at  home.  In  the 
midst  of  chaff,  there  wdl  always  be  found  mure 
or  less  wheat.  There  are  few  errors  so  dark  tiilj 
that  in  proclaiming  llieni,  some  truth  will  shine 
out. 

In  the  preaching  of  all  Christian  sects,  there 
are  many  valuable  moral  precepts  and  principles! 
uttered,  which  will  meet  the  assent  of  the  mind,  i 
and  exercise  a  salutary  influence  upon  the  heart  i 
of  the  hearer,  let  his  individual  views  be  what  they  ! 
may.  Those  whose  hearts  are  in  a  right  statp, 
are  willing  lo  receive  instruction  and  admonition  i 
from  any  source  whatever.  If  they  can  not  obtain  i 
such  instruction  under  favorable  circumstances,  I 
they  will  seek  for  it  under  unfavorable,  rather! 
than  lo  depiive  themselves  of  it  entirely. 

Whoever  possesses  a  doctrine  winch  is  found¬ 
ed  on  the  plain  declarations  of  Scripture,  and  the 
clear  deductions  of  reason,  and  who  are  blessed 
with  an  ordinary  share  of  discernment,  need  en¬ 
tertain  no  fears  of  being  led  astray  by  listening  to 
erroneous  sentiments.  It  is  true,  there  will  be 
greater  necessity  for  care  in  listening  and  discri¬ 
minating,  lo  sepaiale  the  true  fre.m  the  false. — 
But  this  will  not  be  a  difliculi  task  to  tfie  mind 
which  calls  to  its  aid  the  numeiuus  resources  j 
for  obtaining  religious  inforinalioo,  which  now  1 
abound.  I 

When  attending  cliurcli  under  these  disadvan¬ 
tageous  circumstances,  there  is  a  greater  icspon- 
sibility  resting  upon  liic  head  of  the  family,  titan  j 
in  other  cases.  After  listening  to  a  discourse  ! 
supposed  to  contain  any  [woiiiincut  objectionable^ 
features,  on  relutning  from  meeting,  these  errors! 
should  be  pointed  out  to  liie  fa’iiiiy  in  a  plain,  Iu- 1 
cid,  and  familiar  tiiantier,  accompanied  by  satis- 1 
factory  deuiouslratioiis  and  evidences  from  the' 
sacred  Scriptures.  In  this  tinnncr  truth  cun  be  | 
brought  to  light;  awl  any  influence  which  error! 
might  otherwise  exercise,  can  be  entirely  neu-j 
trahzed.  | 

There  is  one  advantage  which  families  situated 
as  above  described,  can  secure  to  themselves ;  and  ! 
that  is,  to  obtain  books  and  periodicals,  advocating  ' 
the  doctrines  to  which  (hey  adhere.  These  can  I 
be  made  to  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  when 
a  proper  taste  fur  religious  reading,  is  cultivated  [ 
in  the  family.  A  well  regulated  publication,  com-  j 
iiig  statedly  into  (he  bosom  of  the  household,  will  j 
be  a  silent,  yet  effective  preacher — not  only  de¬ 
claring  the  truth,,  but  guarding  the  minds  of  the 
household  against  the  influence  of  any  dcleteri- j 
ous  sentiments  to  which  they  may  be  exposed.! 
Every  husband,  therefore,  who  has  a  proper  re-  j 
gaid  for  his  family,  will  nut  fail  to  secure  such  a ! 
faithful  auxiliary,  to  aid  iu  tiie  promotion  of  the! 
knowledge  and  virtue  of  those  over  whom  he  isj 
appointed  as  gu.irdian. 

It  is  not  unfrcqueiitly  the  c»se*,  that  a  husband 
and  wife  disagree  in  their  religious  seniimenis,  and 
desire  to  attend  difl’erent  places  of  worship.  This 
is  an  unpleasant  predicament,  and  unless  great  j 
prudence  is  exercised  by  both  parties, it  will  lead: 
to  the  roost  unhappy  results.  The  diflicuhies, 
the  contentions,  the  bitterness  of  feeling,  wlitch 
from  (hit  cause  frequently  aiise,  detiroyiiig  all 
social  and  dooiettic  enjoyments  of  (he  family  cir-' 


cle.eitford  another  evidence  of  (lie  necessity  that 
young  people  should  make  a  similarity  of  reli- 
'  gious  sentiment,  one  of  the  most  important  con¬ 
siderations  in  selecting  their  companions  for  life. 
My  views  upon  this  point,  receive  daily  confirma¬ 
tion,  both  from  leflection  and  observation. 

It  is  very  desirable  tiiat  both  husband  and  wife 
'  should  attend  the  same  meeting.  It  appears  much 
better  before  the  world,  than  for  them  to  sepa¬ 
rate ;  and  it  wnubi  conduce  in  no  small  degree, 
lo  (heir  individual  happiness,  if  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment  could  be  effected,  under  proper  circuinstaB- 
ccs.  But  theie  should  be  no  compulsion,  direct 
or  indirect,  in  the  matter. 

Each  party  in  the  marriage  compact,  has  an 
unquestioned  right  to  entertain  such  religious 
doctrines  as  seem  to  (hem  best,  and  to  attend  iipoa 
such  description  of  preaching,  as  is  most  agrees* 
ble  to  their  feelings  and  views.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  most  desirable  and  proper,  where  these  disa¬ 
greements  exist,  that  every  consistent  effurtshould 
be  made,  to  bring  about  an  union  of  views  and 
practice. 

How  shall  such  a  consummation  be  brought 
about?  Shall  the  husband  imperiously  command 
his  wife,  on  pain  of  his  indignation  and  wrath,  to 
forsake  her  place  of  worship,  and  attend  such 
meeting  as  he  shall  please  to  direct  ? — and  shall 
he  treat  her  coldly  and  harshly,  and  deny  her 
those  little  favors,  fur  which  a  wife  is  usually  de¬ 
pendent  on  a  husband,  if  she  fails  lo  comply  7 
This  would  be  ungenerous  aud  UDgenllemanly  to 
the  extreme;  and  uo  good  husband  will  adopt 
such  a  course. 

On  the  other  hand,  shall  the  wife  commence  a 
systematic  scries  of  efforts  lo  torment  her  husband 
into  a  compliance  with  her  wishes,  in  this  ic- 
spect  ? — shall  she  rr<il  and  scold  at  him,  from 
morn  until  night,  and  from  night  till  morn  ? — 
shall  she  beset  him  with  lowering  frowns,  and 
liystcricul  tears? — shall  she  heap  opprobrious 
ppuliets,  and  ridicule,  and  contempt,  upon  bis 
doctiine,  his  denotninalion,  or  the  society  with 
whom  he  worships? — shall  she  determine  to  give 
him  no  peace  or  rest,  until  she  fairly  tcanies  mm 
into  a  consent  K>  her  plans  ?  I  have  known  in¬ 
stances  where  the  wife  has  pursued  this  couise. 
But  it  is  always  at  the  sacrifice  of  her  character. 

No  woman  who  possesses  the  qualities  of  a 
lady,  or  the  spirit  of  a  Christian,  or  entertains 
that  respect  and  nflection  for  her  husband,  which 
is  one  of  the  liigliesl  graces  of  a  wife,  will  ever 
pursue  such  a  course.  It  is  ridiculous,  aboroi- 
liable  and  wicked!  And  besides,  it  will  prove 
unsuccessful,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases. 
Husbands  who  have  the  spirit  and  independence 
of  men,  who  liave  a  pi'0|icr  estimatioa  of  their 
own  dignity  of  character,  or  who  place  any  value 
upon  their  own  religious  sentiments,  will  never 
yield  to  such  iiieasures. 

if  a  couple  are  so  situated  that  they  think  one 
should  give  up  their  meeting  and  accompany  the 
other — if  they  believe  thatducnrum  and  propriety 
of  appearance  call  for  this — or  feel  that  theii  at¬ 
tachment  fur  each  other,  and  their  dislike  to  se¬ 
parate  even  in  this  matter,  demand  it — then  the 
question  arises,  which  shall  give  way  ?  There 
may  be  a  diversity  of  views  on  this  point.  But 
my  own  opinion  is,  that,  as  a  general  rule,  in 
such  cases,  the  wife  should  relinquish  her  place 
of.  worship,  and  attend  bei  husband's. 

There  am  several  reasons  which  seem  to  call 
for  this.  The  husband  is  the  head  of  the  family. 
He  is  recognized  at  such  by  community;  and 
as  such,  ikere  is  a  certain  degiec  of  deference 
and  respect,  which  should  be  paid  to  hit  view4

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tached  to  their  different  meetings,  that  it  would 
be  a  great  sacrifice  of  duty  and  feelings,  to  give 
them  up.  This  presents  the  subject  in  a  new 
aspect. 

W'hen  the  parties  stand  in  this  relation  to  each 
other,  tlie  most  judicious  and  satisfactory  course, 
will  be  lor  each  to  attend  the  other’s  place  of 
worship  ullernalely — the  wife  accompanying  the 
husband  one  Sabbath,  and  the  husband  ’.lie  wife, 
on  the  next  Sabbath,  and  so  on,  ad  indefinitum — 
or  until  one  party  will  voluntarily  consent  to  go 
with  the  other  constantly.  Such  an  arrange¬ 
ment  is  highly  honorable  to  both  parties.  It  ex¬ 
hibits  a  spirit  of  liberality  and  generosity — a  de¬ 
sire  to  accommodate  and  please  each  other — and 


I  am  certain  they  would  no  longer  willingly  ab¬ 
sent  themselves  from  the  house  of  worship. 

Realizing  such  to  be  the  influence  of  divine 
service,  all  considerate  and  conscientious  people 
— all  who  have  the  welfare  of  fnankitid  at  heart— 
who  respect  the  institutions  of  religion,  and  have 
any  regard  for  the  inleiests  of  the  Gospel— will' 
view  It  as  a  sacred  duly,  an  itnperious  obligation, 
to  attend  constantly  upon  the  exercises  of  the 
sanctuary.  If  one  individual  can  be  released 
from  this  obligation,  on  some  tiifling  ground.

This  reciprocity  •  should  be  fair  and  equal.  I 
Each  party  sliunld  demand  no  more  of  the  other,  i 
than  they  aie  willing  to  return.  The  wife  should  j 
as  cbeerliilly  and  as  often  go  with  her  husband, 
as  be  will  accompany  her.  It  is  not  unlrequent- 
\y  that  great  inconsistencies  are  exhibited  in  this 
respect.  I  have  known  wives  to  import  tine  and 
prevail  ufain  their  husbands,  to  attend  church 
with  them  occastoually  ;  but  when  they  were  so¬ 
licited  to  return  the  favor,  and  now  and  then  ac¬ 
company  their  iiusband  (o  his  place  of  worship, 
they  have  tl.iily  and  sullenly  refused  !  Is  this 
fair,  generous  or  honorable?  By  virtue  of  what 
right,  can  a  wife  demand  concessions  of  her 
husband,  wliich  she  is  not  willing  to  grant  in  re¬ 
turn  ?  On  wiint  principle,  worldly  or  Christian, 
does  she  ask  liiin  to  favor  and  please  her,  in  a 
manner  in  which  she  is  not  willing  to  favor  and 
please  him  ? 

There  is  a  spirit  of  generosity,  a  desire  to  ac¬ 
commodate  and  please,  in  this  respect,  which 
clearly  and  strikingly  distinguishes  the  Christian 
lady,  from  the  higoied  and  ill-bred  woma'n  !  A 
wife  who  is  actually  a  lady  and  a  Christian,  is 
willing  to  do  all  in  compliance  with  her  husband’s 


1  turn  now  to  a  different  class.  I  would  ad- 
liress  those  husbnmlsand  wives  who,  fortunately, 
agree  perfectly  in  their  religious  sentiments — 
who  attend  the  same  meeting,  and  are  located 
within  a  convenient  distance  of  the  house  where 
the  dociiines  they  believe^  are  statedly  pro¬ 
claimed.

And  when  they  do  occasionally  al¬ 
low  their  feet  to  tread  the  earthly  courts  of  the 
Lord,  ih'^y  seem  to  view  it  as  a  kind  of  penance 
which  they  must  endure  for  propriety’s  sake 
solely.  Such  people  are  never  witliout  a  pre¬ 
tence  for  their  negligence — for  where  the  heart  is 
disinclined,  the  head  will  be  prolific  in  apologies. 
The  weather  is  a  favorite  excuse  for  this  class. 
It  is  cither  too  wet,  or  loo  dry — too  hot,  or  too 
cold.  But  (he  same  individuals,  on  a  week  day,' 
will  drive  through  storms,  or  heat,  or  cold,  to 
secure  a  trifling  amount  of  paltry  gold. 

When  the  weather  is  so  pleirsant  that  it  can
